Roberts has announced his retirement 
after 32 years with Bellingham Public 
Schools. Roberts was named as Super- 
intendent in February, 1977. He will be- 
come executive director of Bellingh- 
am’s new St. Luke’s Foundation. This Is 
a part-time position which begins the 
latter part of 1984. 


Roberts, 56, became Superintendent 
following the retirement of Gordon L. 
Carter. Before that he had served five 
years as Assistant Superintendent for 
Business, had been administrator of 
business, administrative assistant for 
federal projects and public informan- 
tion, principal at Lowell, Roeder, and 
Marietta and a teacher at Roeder and 
Whatcom.

He 
came to Bellingham schools in 1952. 


During his seven years as Superinten- 
dent, Roberts directed the construc- 
tion of twenty million dollars in building 
improvements, including the new Gene- 
va School, the remodeling of Whatcom, 
and additions to Bellingham High 
School, Sehome High School, Fairha- 
ven, Happy Valley, Alderwood, Silver 
Beach, Sunnyland, Columbia and the 
Bellingham Vocational Technical Insti- 
tute. Under his direction the district 
has expanded existing academic pro- 
grams and begun new ones. Staff devel- 
opment, directed at the professional 
growth of teachers and staff, had been 
emphasized. 


Roberts earned his doctorate at the 
University of Oregon in 1964 and his 
master’s and bachelor’s degrees from 
Western Washington University.
